An exchange says: Plant olive trees 
along your roads and highways, oa 
wherever you have a piece of land 
eensider worthless, plant olives. ith 
g@ little care in the start they will grow 
and in a few years uce more wealth 
than any otber fruit on the farm.

They do not 
appear to have been dwarfed by work- 
ing upon other stock, but to be a dis- 
tinct variety propagating itself from 
seed. The tree attains a height of four 
to six feet, with straight stem and sym- 
metrieal head. The leaves are of rich 
green color, +8 long, turned 
up at the sides as to form a 
eurved semi-tube, aad. are very abund- 
ant on the limb, thus presenting a 
beantifal effect to the view. The tree 
isa and regular bearer.
